Scope: 

Stevedoring Covers the following activities: 

a) Stevedoring undertaken by the port 

b) Stevedoring by the licensed stevedore. 

c) Stevedoring by the BOT terminal operator as prescribed in the License 
agreement 

The Stevedoring may cover the activities on board involving workmen and 
extending to hooking for export (loading) cargo and unhooking of import 
(unloading) caigo involving workmen on-board or whatever* practice prevalent in 
the port: 



Stevedoring Charges 


The Stevedoring charges are levied by the stevedores from the Principals for 
the Stevedoring services, which include the tharges payable to the Port. Charges to 
be collected by Stevedore ffbm.the principals^ left to the parties and market forces.

a) The applicant shall be a Company Registered under Companies Act or a 

partnership firm or any other legal entity r, * - . 

b) The applicant shall deposit security of atjlaast Rs. 5 lakhs 

c) The Stevedores shall undertake to prRyjdc minimum equipment/gear either 

owned or hired. . 1 k 


d) The Stevedores should undertake to eipploy at least 4 Supervisory personnel 
with minimum two years of cargo handing /stowage experience. Their profile 
have to be enclosed along with the appHcjatlon. 

e) The fee for issue/renewal.Iicense shall be a njiratnum of Rs. 50,000 for the period of the 
license, which may be revised from time 

f) Issue of Stevedoring License—(1) The Trafi|b$Manager may issue.stevedormg licenses 
for a period of three years on application’tojpersons to act as Stevedores at the Port to 
perform the work of landing and shipping oj ^pods between vessels in the Port and the 
wharves, piers, quays or docks belonging to oi in the possession of the Board and any 
other work involved in tbe Stevedoring of Vesjsefc within the Port. 

g) No Stevedores shall be allowed to work joa board any vessel in the Port except 

^ hndei a license issued by the Traffic Manajget under these Regulations. 
Validity/Renewal Of license | 

a) The License will be valid for a period of thRee years from the date of issuance of 

license. • 1 • . 

b) The Licence will be strictly renewed on the bRsjs erf achieving minimum guaranteed 
through put/prescribed performance parameters as fixed by the port. 

c) Application as per the prescribed proforma of the port for renewal of stevedores 
Licence shall be made at least three month before-the expiry of the licence. 

d) If the stevedore fu lfils the required conditijofe and is eligible for renewal but 
awaiting safety clearance before expiry of thR license period, port may permit the 
stevedoring operation by executing an indemnity bond. 

Duties & Responsibilities , J : 

) Port may from time to time prescribe dutiefc, ^responsibilities and performance 

parameters of stevedores to ensure the safd and efficient handling as per their 
stevedoring licensing rules, keeping in view the folloiVing basic criteria. 

a) Stevedore shall comply with all accepted safe practices in relation to such operations

] a) The CEO of the stevedoring firm has been convicted by the Court of any offence 
involving moral turpitude and sentenced in respect thereof to imprisonment for not 
I less than six months, and a period of five years has not elapsed from the date of ■ 

! expiry of the sentence. 

| b) The firm handles less than the minimum guaranteed throughout / the prescribed 
| 'Parameters as fixed by the port. 
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c) Violates safety regulations and mandatory dock safety measures. 

d) Adopts improper and unsafe handling jjnethods .

f) Adjudged insolvent or going into liquidation :
